For over five weeks, work on 
major road projects in Bucks 
County and in adjoining Philadel­ 
phia areas has been beld up by a 
dispute between union employes 
and contractors — and there 
seems to be no likelihood of an 
immediate settlement.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Kennedy today 
announced a moratorium on U.S. nuclear testing ta 
the atmosphere as part of a new “high-level" effort 
to resolve the five-year-old test ban deadlock with B a ­ 
sta. 
"The United States does not pro­ 
pose to conduct nuclear tests in 
the atmosphere so long as other 
states do not do so,*’ be declared. 
“We will not be the first to re­ 
sume.*’ 
Kennedy said the new test ban 
talks, expected to start in Mos­ 
cow in mid-July, will carry with 
them “the hopes of all mankind 
He warned, however, that “our 
hopes must be tempered with the 
caution of history,'' an allusion to 
part failures in the area. 
The talks were agreed upon by 
Kennedy.

Raise For Teachers 
John F. Hess and Charles J. 
McGrath, who have been criti­ 
cized by fellow board members 
for walking out of last Thurs­ 
day night’s executive meeting, 
have been against a tax increase. 
The board, at an executive 
meeting Friday night, reportedly 
approved a revised salary sched­ 
ule for teachers, boosting the 
starting minimum from $4,400 to 
$4,500. This would add about $49,- 
OOO to the budget. 
The directors also approved 
payment of Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield hospitalization benefits for 
teachers on an individual basis, 
adding an additional $45,000 to 
the budget. 
No Formal Vote 
Parkes last night said the board 
hasn’t voted on the budget as 
yet. But both he and Fischer indi­ 
cated the majority of the direc­ 
tors would approve th three-mill 
increase. If so, this would mean a 
hike (rf about $9 annually for the 
average homeowner in the town­ 
ship. 
Tile real estate school tax is 
71 mills. 
Fischer, who had advocated a 
two-mill boost, said he would go 
along with the increase in serv­ 
ices, including reading teachers, 
teachers' salary hikes and hos­ 
pitalization. 
Neither Hess nor McGrath at­ 
tended Friday night's meeting. 
They had been criticized by Parkes 
for “walking out and not present­ 
ing their side." 
McGrath said he made his de­ 
sires known two months ago when 
he wanted no increase in the 
budget. He charged that the ad­ 
ministration “has done nothing for 
the taxpayers’ benefit. They have 
been acting under the guise of 
'for better education’ too long,” 
he stated. 
McGrath charged that th e 
board doesn’t care what it puts 
in the budget. “We transfer thou­ 
sands (rf dollars each year," he 
said.
